portant papers weie burned, making a se­ 
rious low to the county. The idea sug­ 
gested itsell to many at the time that this 
tire was set lo cover up tracks, and bury in 
oblivion 
valuable 
evidence. 
About 
five 
weeks 
ago 
another fire occurred in Juneau, and among 
the buildings destroyed was the one Coun­ 
ty Treasurer Traynor had occupied since 
the previous conflagration. This fire oc­ 
curring so soon atter and again making an 
almost clean sweep of the contents of the 
Treasurer’s office, caused intense excite­ 
ment and culminated in an inquiry into 
the affairs of the Treasurer. It was gen­ 
erally feared that, owing lo the loss of doc­ 
uments in both tires, there would be no ma­ 
terial on which to base the investigation or 
to establish the dishonesty of the Treasurer.

O ne ol the m ost effective mealie cf 
doing this is Lo use a sine Rhiog harrow be* 
tore the cora has attained m uch size, 
thoroughly harrow ing the field, which 
tears the noxious grow th up. w hile the 
corn, having longer and stronger roots than 
most o f the weeds, is left uninjured. 
It is 
ail i fleet I vc aud rapid m eans of arresting 
the grow th ot weeds, w hich, ow ing ta the 
w et and consequently very favorable sea­ 
son for th eir germ ination aud rapid devel­ 
opm ent, have in very 
m any cases, no 
doubt, taken possession ol the ground. 
T he W estern Rural has alw ays been au 
uncom prom ising advocate ot clean culture.

T btre are various dispositions rn this re- 
Sfiect, lhat ol the leasl trnuble, is to allow 
the runners to take root near the par* ut 
plant, mak’wg a row of ten or twelve inches 
in width, or more, depending on the w dih 
of the original rows. 
Another is to run sa 
•mall plow between the grows, making a 
furrow large enough to receive manure, 
without throwing the dirt oyer.your plant*. 
Fill the same with compost or cow manure- 
leyei the dirt over it, and it is ready to I ny 
the runners ujvon 
A better way is to remove every ot her 
row ; then prepare the vacant space by 
plowing aud manuring, as directed, allow­ 
ing the remaining rows to make beds of 
plants, two feet or two anda half wide, 
according to the original width, by laying 
or distributing the runners over it, or lay­ 
ing them in. 
In preparing beds ol this kind, atter the 
new plants were well rooted, you are to 
take out the old plauts, while the space oc 
cupled by them, serves as a path between 
the new ones. it is always well to remove 
the old plants, after they haye served the 
purpose of making new ones 
It as before proposed the original rows 
were two. or two and a half feet apart, ana 
well manured for Winter, if you prefer, 
you may fork the manure in between the j 
rows, allowing the new plants to occupy I 
the new spar**, the same as when running 
the furrow and manuring. 
Of the two plans I much prefer tbe.lat- 
ter for small beds; having adopted this one j 
for the last few years, and found it very sue 
cessfal. By keeping the rows very narrow 
almost to a single row, you may continue 
in this way for years, manuring between 1 
the rows for Winter, and using bone dost 
as before advised. 
Y'et when cultivators prefer, as I do, the 
largest berries, it is better to use new 
ground each year, making the bed, as at J

livery gardner knows that this is a most 
destructive insect among melon, cucum­ 
ber and other young vines,sometimes dam­ 
aging the crop seriously. Many remedies 
hare been vuggesUd, some of them no 
doubt good !n tfteir way, but troublesome. 
Now we have tried for several years an­ 
other which has proved with us a complete 
success. Inst. od of aiming to drive away 
the insects by soot, ashes, etc., we pet 'it, 
or rather, furnish it with foe I better than 
the young melon and cucumber plant'. We 
sow around each hill at the time of each 
planting, a lew rad:sh seed, and coming up 
about the same time, the top supply past­ 
ure for the bug, which it much prefers to 
the vines. Lettuce will also answer, but 
the radish tops are completely perforated. 
Should this tail, which is Seldom the case, 
and has never been with u*, sprinkle the 
vines with a solution of whale oil soap aud 
water. 
No other insect but the curculio 
can stand this. 
W here this.preparation is 
not attainable, a weak solution of carbolic 
disinfectant soap will answer as well.

Protecting Cornfields from Birdie 
The crow, the blackbird, anJ the blue­ 
jay are the only birds lhai molest ourcorn- 
heids, and this ior a period ol about two 
weeks, starling Ir.mi the lime the corn is 
up. To protect the fields against their 
depredations many devices are resorted lo, 
two of which at least are effectual, the rest 
doing little or nothing to avert the mis­ 
chief. The first is the running of a I wine 
around the field, elevated six to eight feet 
Dom the ground on poles; but this requires 
time and is somewhat expensive. 
The 
other is to sow corn over the field to ftej 
the hungry 'oirds. It is hoi necessary to 
extend this sowing over more than a small 
pun ion of the ground at two or three dif­ 
ferent places, at the headlands. 
The dcp- 
rodalors will soon discover the charitable 
d onations and be perfectly satisfied with 
the arrangements leaving the young plants 
unharmed, 
lo providing this remedy the 
lime silent would be trifling, and the whole 
cost lrom a halt to a bushel of com.

never eau hard corn. ll found hard, it is 
carried oil six or eight grams at a time 
aud buried until it becomes soft
